The general organisational ability of the RAC has come in 
for a great deal of criticism since the debacle at the British 
Grand Prix. The Niki Lauda incident has provoked comment 
from all sources and generally the running of the meeting 
did nothing for British racing prestige. 


This week we were informed of a decision taken at 
recent committee meeting which we consider to be totally 
justified provided that it is carried out thoroughly. 


The decision that has been made is that the organisation 
of international race meetings in this country will in future 
rest only with those clubs who employ a permanent staf. 
This follows years of total chaos at non-championship Fl, 
F2 and F5000 race meetings where the organisation has just 
not matched the professionalism of the sport. 


The clubs which are affected are those with a great 
tradition behind them and through their many years of 
existence have succeeded in keeping one international date 
during the year. However, as times have changed so rapidly 
among competitors the standard of organisation has fallen 
very short of that required. For instance, a grid full of 
F5000 cars represents a substantial investment on behalf 
of the entrants—to have a race run by amateurs, unable to 
make quick and proper decisions due to inexperience, is 
courting disaster. It is essential that international meetings 
are run by people who know what they are doing, and those 
clubs which have been struck off the list of international 
organisers really have no cause for complaint. The sport is 
professional and needs to be run by professionals—in the 
BRSCC, BRDC and BARC we have the right personnel for 
the job. The people who work there make a living out of 
organising race meetings and we all recognise that they are 
fully capable—perhaps on a par with anyone in the world. 


It is ironic that this legislation should come from the 
Royal Automobile Club at such a time. Year after year 
they come in for criticism following their attempts to 
organise the country’s premier sporting event yet, instead 
of putting their own house in order, they are admitting that 
many of Britain's other internationals are badly run. They 
are dispensing with the services of those who have 
attempted to run them while keeping themselves in the 
position of running what is unquestionably the biggest event 
on our calendar. The RAC may well have a full-time staff, 
unlike those clubs who have come under the axe, but as 
the majority of them are only seen at race meetings once 
a year they cannot really be expected to do a proper job. 
The RAC’s main function is issuing of licences and permits 
and rule-making and handling of delicate political situations 
as we had earlier this year—this they do well and this is 
what they should stick to.

Australian Indy challenger 


Work began last week on an 
Australian engine that hopes to 
end the 45-year domination of 
the Indianapolis 500 by the 
ubiquitous Offenhauser. The four- 
cylinder McGee engine, being 
built in Sydney, will’ power 
Australia’s uncrowned speedway 
dirt-track champion George 
Tatnell on an attack on the 
world’s richest motor race in 
1976. He will approach Elfin con- 
structor Garrie Cooper later th 
year on the possibility of Cooper 
building a chassis to house the 
McGee engine, although Tatnell 
will probably place an order for 
@ McLaren chassis in any case. 

The McGee engine Is a modern 
refinement of the venerable Offy, 
whose design has remained virtu- 
ally unchanged since the late 
1920s, and heavily inspired by 
the ultra-successful Cosworth 
DFV Fi engine under the rocker 
covers. It is actually half a 
Sitre drag racing engine of 
which a few are being prepared 
for export to the USA early 
next year by the McGee Racing 


Cams and Fuel Injection 
Systems, Sydney. 

‘The engine is all aluminium 
and features quad cams, four 


valves per cylinder and mechani. 
cal fuel injection. It will, of 


course, be turbocharged and run 
on methonal fuel. The block and 
the head, like the Offy, are cast 
integrally for strength, while the 
resultant lack of head gaskets 
make it ideally suited to. turbo- 
charging. To comply with the 
coming USAC engine capacity 


regulations, the McGee will be 
de-stroked" from its 4.5-litre 
maximum, Despite the capacity 


reduction, McGee say “the motor 
will produce at least 900 bhp’ 
and estimate that “it will wei 
2551." They also claim thi 
“combines the proven reliabi 
of the Offy with the high rus 
ning power of the ohe Ford VB. 
The first engine will be com- 
pleted early next month.

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Louis Stanley and the 
International Grand 
Prix Medical Service 


In our On the Scene column in the July 4 
issue, We reported what was alleged to be 
malicious gossip on two separate occasions 
concerning the International Grand Prix Medi- 
eal Service Unit, BRM and Mr Louis T. 
Staniey. 

We freely recognise that there is no sub- 
stance in truth or in fact in the suggestion we 
made, which was defamatory of Mr Stanley 
and BRM. We would like unreservedly to 
withdraw the allegation and take this oppor. 
tunity of tendering to Mr Stanley and to 
BRM. our full and. unqualified apologies for 
any distress and embarrassment that has un- 
doubtedly been caused to them. 

To clarify the matter, Louis Stanley has 
handed to us the following statement 

Tn the light of varying reports that I have 
read in various journals and newspapers, may 
T give for clarity the following information. 

‘The Mobile Hospital of the International 
Grand Prix Medical Service completed last 
season Its seventh year of active commission. 
During that period the vehicle had covered 
more than 100,000 miles on the European 
circuit. It was still perfectly roadworthy and 
safe, while the equipment was good, but for 
the exacting purpose for which it was intended 
@ replacement unit would eventually have to 
be. considered—an Impossible hope because 
of the heavy expenditure involved. 

‘Then, unexpectedly, came a request from 
the Qutar Ambassador in London asking if 
we would consider selling the Mobile Hos. 
pital, or could any information be given 
Where a similar unit might be bought. It was 
@ purely personal enquiry as it was to be 
private contribution and gift from the Amba 
Sador for the alleviation of suffering among 
the refugees and injured in the Middle East 

Tt was an interesting offer that came at the 
right time, The season was over and a means 
of building and re-equipping a new hospital 
‘Appeared possible, As had happened so often 
in the past, I asked Walter Hayes, Vice- 
President of Ford, what he thought of the 
proposal, In passing, 1 must say that of all the 
key people in the motor racing world, no man 
is more constructively practical and helpful 
than Walter Hayes, His experience is con- 
siderable and he has been an enormous help 
to us in many problems with the hospital, We 
fare immensely grateful, 

His reaction was that it sounded an 
eminently sensible iden and the sale was 
‘completed for £55,720, A complication arose 
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through difficulties a suitable 
towing unit. I asked Walter if Ford would sell 
their tractor unit He agreed and stated the 
price of £3,700. The offer was accepted and 
the cheque ‘was sent to Ford with the VAT 
addition later. Walter Hayes also very gener 
ously said that, when the new hospital was 
campleted, Ford would again provide another 
towing unit, 

It took several weeks for the hospital to 
reach Betrut. The Middle East conflict was 
over and its role was to provide aid for 
refugees and homeless. A chapter had ended 
and in many ways we felt sad. The hospital 
had been in action several hundred times and 
It had done the job originally intended: not 
only had it eased suffering. but its facilities 
had saved lives—if only one life had been 
saved we felt it was worth all the work and 
effort involved—and the heavy drain on fin: 
ancial resources. 

‘At the time of the sale the International 
Grand Prix Medical Service was in debt to 
the tune of £11,330. When that was cleared 
Wwe were able to put £44,390 towards the cost 
Of a completely new unit. It meant. fresh 
designing, new equipment and a different lay. 
out. The whole operation was geared to com. 
pletion for the Race of Champions. The three- 
day week made havoc of the schedule, In a 
most complicated assembly plan, delivery 
dates for certain items were hopeless. Genera- 
tors were almost non-existent, Then, at a later 
date, the air-conditioning system was not sat- 
Isfactory and had to do be ripped out and 
replaced. When the hospital was eventually 
completed, those who planned and worked on 
it had every cause to be proud. It Is a superb 
example of what can be done in this. field. 
Te stands as the most modern, sophisticated 
Mobile Hospital in the world. Built into it are 
modifications and refinements put forward 
By surgeons and doctors of many countries, 
as a result of experience gained working in 
the unit over seven years, None of these could 
be introduced in the old hospital—it had to 
be in a new concept. The equipment is more 
extensive in its capabilities. It is the latest in 
the medical field, capable of tackling any 

‘al emergency should that need arise. 
Detailed evaluations by doctors and surgeons 
since completion have confirmed that claim 
in glowing terms. 

‘The final cost of the new Hospital will be 
fon the £65,000 mark and I am glad to say 
that the bridge between the funds available 
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and this figure have been covered by BRM. 
‘The running costs are very heavy and were it 
not for the practical assistance of BRM, who 
have borne the brunt of administrative expen- 
Ses, the burden would have been impossible 
for’ us 

‘in the past 1 have seen references in the 
press to the "Grand Prix Drivers’ Hospical"— 
Such Is not the case. The facibities are there 
for the GPDA_and all drivers, and they are 
readily used. This year I shall inscribe on 
the side of the unit oniy the names of those 
Grand Prix drivers who made a modest con- 
tribution. The list will probably be three 
names—one of whom is retired. I shall do 
the same for the Constructors’ Association, 
who use the Hospital facilities countless times 
for injured mechanics and personnel, but the 
only likely name will be BRM, Those whose 
ames are inscribed will be meaningful addi- 
tions—firms like Ford, Champion Sparking 
Plugs, Goodyear, Firestone, Yardley, Marlboro, 
Grovewood Securities and so on. 

‘We are immensely grateful for their help 
and support. In return, we can show them that 
the Mobile Hospital now far exceeds its ori 
inal concept in design, equipment and medical 
capability. We learn from experience; after 
Brands Hatch we modified the layou for 
the gas cylinders, but the unit will be ready 
in time for the German Grand Prix,

‘The Castrol exhibit will occupy the entire 
perimeter of the ground floor of the national 
hall at Olympia, covering an area of 25,000 
square fect. The displays will consist of a 
Series of full-scale linked stands through 
which the visitor will be guided decade by 
decade, The exhibits in this — section 
will Include @ "1907 Panhard Taxi, 1908 
Napier 45 hp, 1909 White steamer car and 
2 1909 P & M motor cycle before the time 
of the First World War. Included in this 
section will be a 1916 produced Sopwith Pup 
normally seen at Blackbushe Aerodrome. The 
Sopwith Is in the livery of the time and is 
complete with original armaments. 

From the war time scene the time machine 


moves on to Brooklands where a scene has 
been laid-out to recreate a typical weekend 
meeting. Vehicles here will include a 1922

type SI (this car normally displayed at the 
Donington Collection and generally acknow- 
ledged to be the finest specimen in existence) 
an Austin 7 Ulster and a 1925 racing Morgan 
three wheeler. The next decade deals with

there are some quite magnificent vehicles 
displayed such as a 1937 Lagonda V12 con- 
Vertible and a Mercedes W125 Grand Prix 
car. The Second World War section has 
exhibits that are either heavily camouflaged 
‘or armoured. The Fifties provide more excit- 
Ing historic racing cars with a Mercedes W196 
GP car (the actual car driven by Stirling Moss 
In his first ever GP win); a 1953 Cooper 500 
F3 car, an Aston DB3S and such fascinating 
‘odd production cars as the Jowett Javelin 
(extremely technically advanced for its time 
with Il litre flat four engine). The Sixties 
Show no lack of contrasts in design ; 
beautiful Ford GT40 and (the uglist car 
ever built ?) the Lea Francis Lynx, with Ford 
Zephyr engine and “Enid Blyton” bodywork. 
‘The 1964 Monte winning Mini-Cooper “ S.” 
driven by Paddy Hopkirk and Henry Liddon 
has its rightful place in history. 

Other diverse exhibits include some pretty 
fast machines such as “Babs,” the 27 litre 
record breaker which twice broke the land 
speed record in 1926 before crashing at Pen- 
dine Sands the following year killing its 
Griver, Parry Thomas. “Golden Arrow” Js 
also exhibited and other items of extra 
Interest. must include the Colt Ford which 
Al Unser drove to victory in the 1971 India 
polis 500 mile race. Sir Malcolm Campbell's 
Bluebird 1 waterspeed record breaker is there 


‘One of the many exhibits will be the 1964 Monte Carlo Rally-winning Mini 
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which Mike Hailwood won the ‘67 Isle of 
Man Senior TT (at a record lap time of 
108.77 mph, which still stands) and a Gilera 
of the ’50s typical of the type that were 
Fidden by Geoff Duke. 

Perhaps the most interesting cars exhibited 
there have come from the Donington Collec- 


tion, with a total of five cars at the Extr 
vaganza.

ton Pari racing circuit stand there will be 
Jackie Stewart's 1973 World Championship 
winning Tyrrell-Ford ; a Jim Clark 1963 World 
Championship winning Lotus-Climax 25 and 
BRM's first ever GP Championship winner— 
the 1959 P25.

Despite the threat of manufacturers’ teams, a constantly overheating differential and a 
umber of quick privateers, the 24 Heures De Francorchamps went to the Luigi Racing 
BMW 3.0 CSI of Jean Xhenceval/Alain Peltier at Spa last weekend.

Race day dawned bright and sunny, although 
by mid morning, there were storm clouds 
already collecting, although these were to 
have no effect. With very little ceremony, 
the cars were lined up on their grid positions 
by 2.30 pm and half an hour later, the 
flag fell for the 24 Heures de Francorchamps. 
Into the lead immediately went the Walkin. 
shaw works Capri followed closely by the 
Pierre Rubens Mustang which grabbed the 
lead up the hill from Eau Rouge and then 
came the other front row car of Hughes de 
Fierlandt in the BMW. By the end of the 
first lap, the Mustang already had four 
seconds over the Capri, which now had the 
Other Capri driven by Claude Bourgoignie 
in close attendance while the Rene Tricot 
Opel was up in to fourth with the Jean 
Xhenceval Luigi BMW next in front of the 
Pierre Yves Bertinchamps Hemicuda. With 
the Mustang extending its lead by 13 
the next lap, only Fitzpatrick came by in the 
Capri I chain, for y, the BP racing 
sister car was in trouble.

The work took over 45 minutes 
and meanwhile, the Revenel/Grue Commodore 
GSE had come in and they'd changed the 
camshaft and made acceleration changes to 
the couplings. By this time, the cars were 
pouring in to the pits for refuelling and the 
Pits were quite cluttered but meanwhile, the 
works Capri Il took advantage of all’ this 
and went ahead of the Mustang which was 
pitting some eleven minutes earlier. Alain 
Serpaggi too picked up something through his 
radiator and had to have It changed after 12 
hours’ racing. The Chasseuil car was running 
well, but after about 1} hours, it had to 
have a front tyre changed, which was fairly 
routine for this big car. Mackintosh, in the 
fone BMW 2002Tii had the whole rear end 
in pieces after 1} hours while Bourgolgnie 
came in to have the head tightened and a 

Before the two-hour mark, the Dewael

Jems, for the long straights meant that every- 
thing cooled off and then braking for the 
La Source hairpin would be a problem. After 
eight minutes, the car went out again. After 
two hours, ‘the order was Walkinshaw 
Fitzpatrick in the lead, 37 s ahead of the 
Mustang which was well ahead of the first 
of the Opels with Tricot/Neve sharing the 
driving. Xhenceval/Peltier's BMW was next, 
followed by the Capri of Blackburn/Crabtree, 
‘one lap down. In the two litre class, the 
Ballot Lena/Beguin Alfa was ahead of the 
‘Theodore/Zeccolli/“Dona” car, with the three 
Dolomite Sprints next up with Rouse and 
Dron in the. first. 

The Revenel/Grue Opel was pitting con- 
sistently with everything being ‘checked to 
ascertain its problems, but at the end of the 
next hour, in came the Fitzpatrick Capri with 
the exhaust manifold broken on one side. 

car was in the pits for 26 minutes while 
was repaired and the other side welded 
‘sure it didn’t happen again, 
‘while farther down the pit road, the 200 Tit 
was in the pits again having lis rear sus- 
pension attended to. But one minute after the 
Ford had pitted, the sister car stopped out 
on the track at Stavelot with the head 
asket gone again, leading one to believe 
that the head might have been warped in the 
first place causing this many failures. The 
Chasseull Citroen came in for another tyre 
and this time the driver forgot to raise the 
Suspension and the Jack was jammed under 
the car with Migault trying to go back 1 
the race. It took two minutes to disentany 
things but the car, after three hours, was in 
the fourth position. 

‘The Mustang, with Fitzpatrick’s long stop, 
was now in first position again while second 
was the Opel of Tricot/Neve, the only other 
car on the same lap. Walkinshaw and Fitz- 
Patrick were still in third despite the stop, 
while behind the SM were the two 
Xhenceval and Pelties 
Dieudonne. The Hemicuda 
by Blackburn 
Hine/Grainal car had had quite a moment 
at the chicane in Grainal’s hands and came 
into the pits to have the brakes checked. 
When dismantied, the disc simply fell out 
in two halves, completely split down tha 
middle. Checking the other side, they found 
exactly the same thing, and what was hap>: 
Ing was that the extra cooling ducts fitted on 
this Bill Shaw car were cooling the brakes 
too much between comers, and when back 
in use again for the tight La Source or the 
chicane, dises simply couldn't take it, 
and so the ducts were taken off and the car 
went out again after a 23-minute stop. 
Just before four hours of racing, at seven 
o'clock, the Mustang came in for the first 
of many unscheduled stops, However, it re-

‘A seven-minute plug change to cure mis- 
fring dropped the Mustang a little early in 
the next hour, while the BMW 2002 Tii had 
the first of the accidents when it left the 
road after Stavelot. destroying itself and 
causing the driver, Van der Rest, to be taken 
to hospital with bruising. The Mustang again 
changed the plugs in the next half hour, los- 
ing 14 minutes, and then part of one of its 
two Holleys later in the fourth hour, losing 
another 14 minutes. The Hemicuda was in 
trouble again with the exhaust, while Detrin, 
in Decoster’s BMW had to replace the petrol 
pump again. The BMWs, especially the two 
Luigi racing models, were changing the diff 
oll every second stop in an effort to keep 
the diff cool, and with the slowing of the 
Mustang, this was paying dividends for the 
two cars lay second and third after five 
hours of racing behind the Commodore of 
Neve/Tricot which now led by a lap. The 
Citroen lay fourth with the Hemicuda, des- 
pite its stops for petrol and exhaust, lay 
Afth. A host of Alfa Romeos led the Z-litre 
class with Ballot Lena in the leading car, the 
rest all running like trains, 

The Mustang lost another 16 minutes in 
the fifth hour changing another plug because 
they kept on wetting up, the problems still 
not solved, so finally, they changed the con- 
denser, the crux of the matter. However, 
they'd ‘lost a lot of time, it was with despera- 
tion that they hadn't’ found the problem 
before that Rubens decribed dropping down 
the leader board. At 8.30, both BMWs had 
new front pads, while de Fierlandt had 
some more a little later. At about the same 
time, Jean Louis Haxhe, well placed in. the

Meanwhile, after six hours, 
the Hemicuda bad climbed up into fourth 
position on sheer road speed, while the 
Blackburn/Crabtree Capri was next up, having 
changed off the intermediates they were 
thinking of using for the whole race, on to 
slicks. 

Shortly before nine o'clock, the leading 
Opel came into the pits to change drivers, but 
within a few minutes, Tricot brought the car 
in again. The gear linkage had broken, possibly 
due to the car falling off the trailer earlier 
in the week, and despite all efforts through-

irreparable and the car retired just before 
ten. This was just the beginning of the fate 
of a number of leading cars, In the next 
two hours, the Walkinshaw Capri would 
loose its driveshaft just beside the BP car, 
the Hemicuda driver Deschamps would be 
taken ill, and the Mustang would undertake 
a serious wrong slot. Each had its own story 
but first, Walkinshaw was called into the

Just after eleven the Spartaco Dini/Carlo 
Facetti Alfa needed brakes while out on the 
course, the Audi 80 of Johann Abt had a 
Strange experience when it ran out of petrol 
in Stavelot. On slowing, it was firmly booted 
up the backside by another car which spun 
it across the road, over the Armco, back 
over the Armco again to the other side 
and over that Armco. Abt persuaded the 
‘marshalls to unscrew the Armco to allow him 
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out and he somehow managed to drive back 
to the pits, where the car was retired for 
outside assistance. Just before midnight, with 
the stands still packed and most of the 
Belgians still taking an enormous interest 
in the race, the RS2000 of Paul Kelly/Ken 
Coffey pitted to have the radiator grille 
reflxed, ‘Its only problem so far although 
It was’ down In’ 32nd place, 

Peltier came in for new pads just after 
midnight, but all this time, the Opel of 
Polak/Wauters had been in the pits having 
a new clutch fitted, this to applause when the 
car went out after 50 m. At one in the 
morning, with the Belgians at last beginning 
to get tired, although the cafes and bars 
were still doing good business, and the cloud 
cover was keeping the mist away, the order 
stood at the BMW of Xhenceval and Peltier 
{in the lead, two laps ahead of the Blackburn, 
Crabtree Capri which was running excellently, 
with the Vermeulen/Frankenhout Opel next, 
‘on the same lap as the leading Alfa, while 
the Citroen had dropped to sixth, splitting 
four more Alfas. The leading Dolomite was 
In ninth position ahead of the de Fierlandt 
Dieudonne BMW which had more brake stops 
than its sister car. Then came more Alfas 
before the second Sprint of Dewael/Stalpaert. 

‘Shortly after this, however, the main bear- 
ings ran on the Julian Vernaeve Dolomite, 
a not entirely unexpected happening as the 
‘engine had done the GP in Rouse’s car, and 
prior to this, an awful lot of Dunlop testing. 
However, all’ the rest were running well. This 

leventh hour was uneventful so the order 
at the top was pretty much unchanged, 
although the Citroen had disposed of an Alfa 
to move into fifth overall. In the next hour, 
Van Deeten inverted his Simca Rallye ai 
the Maimedy chicane fairly gently, but as 
he lost all his windows in the process he 
was unable to continue, while the Rouse/ 
Dron Dolomite had the accelerator cable 
attended to briefly during a three minute 
stop.

‘At five, the BMW had pulled out a lap 
over the Capri, but lower down, the Alfa 
of Imbert/Serpaggi pulled out when the fuel 
pump packed up, this car having been as high 
as seventh. However, at 525 am, the BMW 
was in the pits with the oll tank overfilled, 
and as the seven minute stop progressed, 
the Capri sailed by into the lead and at six, 
the Capri had just over a lap's lead while

Exactly one hour after the Capri had taken 
the lead, the BMW rejoined exactly one lap 
behind, ‘and soon overhauled the Capri to 
unlap itself. However, a seven-minute stop 
to replace the pads’ on its small brakes 
soon dropped the Capri back, so. that 
at seven, with 16 hours gone. the order 
stood : Xhenceval/Peltier, Blackburn /Crabtree, 
Vermeulen/Frankenhout,  Ballot-Lena/Beguin, 
Zeccoll/Dona, de Fierlandt/Dieudonne, and 
Rouse/Dron, 

‘The next hour saw the Rouse/Dron car 
drop a place to the sweet running Alfa of 
Mandron/Gilessen and so this first Sprint 
was now in eighth position and fifth In class. 
Dewael/Stalpaert were in tenth and the final 
car of Hine/Grainal was in 13th Just 
before nine, the Dron Dolomite pitted with @ 
carburation’ problem, but this "was rapidly 
ut right and the car was on its way again 
within five minutes. Just after nine, the de 
Flerlandt Luigi Racing BMW pitted and this 
time the diff problem was for real. It 
necessitated a change which was effected in 
32 m and the car left to a round of applause 
as is the practice in such long distance races 
where the machinics work as hard as the 
drivers. Then the Mandron Alfa came in too 
and this problem was a petrol leak, cured 
within three minutes, but for the British 
Supporters, worse was to come. At 924 
Blackburn ‘slowly motored into the pits with 
no steam, no smoke, nothing to indicate 
problems, but obviously all was not well in 
the engine compartment. With this retirement, 
British hopes of a really splendid, independent 
victory died. The car had lasted longer than 
the works car, it had had few problems if any 
and it had the edge over the BMWs in the 
form of reliability and no problems. The big 
stopper? A totally split piston. And could 
this have been avoided? Yes, but the answer 
was in the hands of Ford themselves, who 
had homologated special pistons and’ cam- 
shaft, but despite the 5,000 required, it 
appeared there were only enough for the 
two works cars and such gallant private teams 
could go without ! 

With this retirement, the Opel of Vermeulen 
and Frankenhout moved up into second, two 
laps behind the leader with the two Alfas 
next up.

I would be interested to know if the RAC can 
‘give any justification for the procedure which 
it adopted in fining Geoff Friswell for 
dangerous driving at the British Grand Prix 
meeting. As has been reported, he was fined 
£10 for overtaking under a yeliow flag in the 
Friday practice session. Now, Friswell is 
widely regarded as a young ‘man of high 
Integrity with a reputation for safe driving. 
He has never been reprimanded for dangerous 
driving at any time during an active racing 
career over several years. I suspect that it is 
beyond the RAC to understand that it is a 
major insult to be accused of dangerou 
Griving to someone like Friswell who ha 
devoted his life to racing with sportsmanship 
and high standards of personal conduct. 


‘The cause for concern, however, is not the 
allegation of dangerous driving itself but the 
way In which the RAC dealt with it. The 
ed incident oocurred at the start of the 
‘Atlantic practice session at nine o'clock on 
Friday morning. Friswell has an explanation 
of his driving from which any fair minded 
person would realise that he was behaving 
Ina perfectly proper manner, However, he 
has never been given an. opportunity to state 
his case, In fact, he was not notified that 
any complaint had been made or that he 
was on trial. He first heard about the matter 
fon the Saturday morning of the race—over 
twenty four hours after the incident. He was 
summoned to race control and told that there 
had been a complaint, that he had been tried 
‘and convicted, and fined €10. When he pro- 
tested that the whole procedure was utterly 
unfair, he was told that if he didn’t pay up, 
he would not race, Readers will realise that 
the British Grand Prix supporting race is the 
biggest event In the Atlantic calendar.

This seems to be a matter of grave con- 
cern to RAC licence holders who may be 
treated in the same way in the future and 
I feel that the RAC should write to you to 
explain if there is any justification for what 
seems to be a highly unorthodox method of 
conducting disciplinary proceedings. If no 
reply is forthcoming, readers will be able to 
draw their own conclusions and add these to 
the opinions which they may have formed 
‘about other aspects of the RAC’s organisation 
of the Grand Prix meeting.

As every faction of the Grand Prix scene 
seems to have formed its own militant union 
we feel that it Is about time that the specta- 
tors followed suit. Last week we made our 
‘annual pilgrimage to the British Grand Prix 
‘only to be met by the same abysmal standard 
of facilities and general consideration for the 
paying spectator with which we always are. 


Surely John Webb realises that one water 
tap is totally inadequate for the number of 
spectators who attend the Grand Prix using 
the camp site? Every time we needed water 
we had to queue for 45m, not only this but 
people who camped in the far field were 
faced with a half-mile walk with full canisters. 

‘Secondly, there is the age-old question of 
tollets at British circuits. One portable toilet 
{is simply not enough for the numbers of spec- 
tators who use the camp site. Though, credit 
where it is due, it is better than the Rothmans 
50,000 and the 1972 Victory race when no 
tollets were provided at all! However, the 
toilets are of no use if they are permanently 
blocked. 

Thirdly and, to our mind, most importantly, 
would Mr Webb care to refund half our pad- 
dock entry fees. We feel this is only fair, 
on Thursday morning we made our 
eagerly. to the paddock, shrugging “off ‘the 
extra €1 entry fee as inevitable, only to find 
that we could not see the Williams, Tyrrell, 
March, Brabham, Token, Trojan, Nicholson, 

‘Yardley’ McLaren or Ensign 
of affairs is dispicable. We 
paid our money rightly expecting to be able 
fo see all the Formula One teams at work. 
Instead we were able to see less than half 
of them. That Mr Webb was trying to charge 
€3 on race day for paddock entry is beyond 
belief. There were vast expanses of tarmac 
in the centre of the paddock where no Formula 
‘One personnel member set foot. A spectator 
“island” could have been made into this 
quite simply thus allowing spectators to see 
most of the major teams, but even this was 
not done,

1am writing this letter on behalf of myself and 
12 friends, after having spent the weekend 
camping at Brands Hatch, for the British 
Grand Prix. We felt it necessary to express 
our opinion on one or two matters. 


Firstly, the appalling lack of toilet facilities, 
‘eg. one portable caravan for two fields full 
of campers, and also the fact that there was 
only one tap to supply this large number with 
fresh water. Perhaps Mr Webb, in reply to this, 
could say that if you are camping you should 
be prepared to supply your own facilities, but 
this does not excuse the condition of the 
toilets on the circuit itself. 

We were told on race day by the commen- 
tator. “that approximately 85,000. people 
attended over the whole weekend, it is fair 
to say that the total admission takings must 
have exceeded £200,000. As only £74,500 of 
this was paid out to Fl cars and drivers there 
should be plenty left to bulld some new 
toilets for next season. 

Secondly, we were astonished at the price 
we had to pay at Minters catering points for 
cans of drink, eg 19p per can of lager which 
is about 8p more than normal retail price. 

‘Thankfully, the racing, marshalling and com- 
mentary was of a far better standard than 
any of the facilities.

‘Throughout this season many drivers in For- 
mula "Ford have been slated for running 
{legal engines, but just how many of these 
drivers are aware of the illegal nature of 
such engines, particularly when purchased 
from, presumably reputable, Formula Ford 
builders, not many I feel sure. 

In my particular case 1 went to great 
lengths to ensure that my engine was rebuilt 
to the Formula Ford regulations. With this 
in mind 1 took the unit to a company thought 
to be the best in this class of racing. After 
a full rebuild and finding myself €200 lighter 
I fully expected to have both a reliable and 
competitive engine but was to be sadly dis- 
‘appointed on all counts having suffered a 
major blow-up after just seven meetin, 


Tt was, therefore, necessary, very prema- 
turely indeed, to strip down th jine, On 
doing this and having same professionally 


checked, the crankshaft was found to be illegal 
and a further £200 repair quotation presented. 
‘These circumstances set one wondering just 
how many drivers, like myself, are unknow- 
ingly running "bent" Formula’ Ford engines. 
Such drivers being held responsible, if the 
‘engine is checked and found not to conform, 
fare reprimanded and subsequently punished. 
From the above it will be noted that I feel 
the blame for these indiscretions should not, 
as at present, rest wholly on the driver's 
shoulders. Therefore, while I agree completely 
with Mr G. Lees’’ proposed Formula Ford 
Association 1 would suggest that a further 
Professional body be set up to protect drivers 
from unscrupulous dealings of certain engine 
builders. It is worth considering also that in 
the hands of top drivers, cars fitted with 
engines as described could create a very false 
race-winning reputation for such a builde 
‘assuming that an RAC check is not made. 
‘Meanwhile fellow drivers be warned, it is 
you that carries the can. Make sure you are 
getting what you want and exactly what you 
Pay for or be forced out of racing like myself.

Morgan takes the championship

With half a lap to go Richard Morgan looked 
like clinching the Wella for Men Formula 
Ford Championship with a fine vietory . . 
‘and then his engine burst, Syd Fox inherited 
the win but the championship still belonged 
to the Croasié driver for the only man capable 
of unseating him before the end of the series, 
Tift Needell, had to win all the remaining 
races and he could do no better than fifth. 
‘This was the main attraction of an eight- 
race programme at Mallory Park I 

Organised In thelr own inimitable 
the BARC; otherwise the racing was some- 
times close but generally undramatic. 

Morgan won the first Formula Ford heat 
easily from Peter White and Chris Pryer who 
were to remain locked together, ultimately 
literally, for most of the afternoon. On the 
last lap Pryer thwarted the Royale driver's 
effort at the Esses and the MRE emerged 
‘marginally in front. The Dulon of Roger 
Orgee just held off Nigel Burke's Royale for 
fourth. Heat two was a Syd Fox benefit, the 
Hawke driver emulating Morgan but needing 
4.28 more in which to do it. The following 
hounds in pursuit of the Fox swapped places 
regularly with Canadian David McCallum 
coming through from fifth in his Van Diemen 
to take second from Richard Eyre's Dulon, 
Tiff Needell’s Elden and David Heale's Dulon. 

Morgan and Fox dominated the final (for 
the John Hamilton Trophy) but the young 
Crosslé driver gradually opened up a gap 
to assure himself of first place until the 
rank broke on Stebbe Straight with half a 
lap left. As Morgan coasted towards the 
finish first Fox and then many others went 
by to leave him eighth and out of the points, 
but champion all the same. Will he like Ted 
Wentz get a Formula Atlantic car for 1975? 
Two men who didn't pass him were Pryer 
and White who had been repeating their heat 
battle for third place. On the last lap, as 
Morgan coasted up to the hairpin, they 
entered the Esses with Pryer just ahead. The 
MRE spun, leaving White no room to avoid 
it, and the Royale clobbered the bank quite 
hard. ‘The MRE escaped virtually undamaged 
but failed to restart. The mext group com- 
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prising Orgee, McCallum, Eyre, Needel! and 
Heale all arrived in a furious bunch at the 
Esses with the yellow flag out. A few places 
changed and out of the mélange emerged 
Orgee with an unexpected second place from 
Eyre, McCallum, Needell and Heale. 

‘The first Blue Circle mod sports event 
gave John Pearson a convincing win, his 
Jaguar XK120 unaffected by its loss of oil 
at Oulton the previous day. In the Elan sec 
tion things became quite heated between Jon 
Fletcher and Richard Jenvey with John Ab- 
salom joining in the fun with his Ginetta G4 
and John Evans watching from a few feet 
back. A mighty effort by Absalom at Dev 
Elbow on the fifth lap saw him unseat 
Fletcher from second overall and then Jenvey 
went past too to tackle the Ginetta, using 
most Of the grass on Stebbe to do it. On 
the very next lap Absalom, who was running 
out of brakes, and Jenvey tripped over each 
other's Jines at the Esses allowing Fletcher 
to seredm round the pair of them on the out.

Mallory Park with his latest Ford-powered 
Mini, The Longman benefit_ was completed 
by Neil Dineen’s win in the 850 class with his 
Cooper S. 

‘A round of the Classic Car Championship 
for cars which that magazine thinks are “ post 
historic" produced the nostalgic sight of 


Charlie Lucas in a Ferrari 275LM and Mike 
Salmon in the Aston Martin P212 scrapping 
for the lead in a rare blast of sound. Luke, 
who had never raced at Mallory before ("i 
never seemed to manage to get out of Oulton 
the day before!”) allowed the Aston to lead 
for a lap before asserting mid-engined 
superiority. Salmon stayed close and drove 
with all his old nerve but Luke seemed to 
have things well under control. Hillelimber 
Richard Thwaites has little to learn about 
circuit racing, bringing his 2-litre Elva-BMW 
Mk 7S into’ creditable third in only his 
third ever race, taking his class from the 
only rhd, 1964-built Porsche 906 in captivity, 
the ex-Bill Bradley car now owned by Martin 
Hone. Allan Brownlee parked his 1962 Lotus 
23B against the Stebbe bank handing fifth to 
the fast Reliant of a brightly coloured Robin 
Rew. Another to spin out of Gerards was 
Hugh Clifford in his Lotus Elan, but he 
avoided the banks and carried on for a class 
second behind John Webb in Allan Brown- 
fee's Elite, which must have been some con:

Despite some fine driving by Win Percy in 
the Datsun Samuri 2402, Nick Faure never 
seemed like losing the iead of the second 
mod sports race, the Japanese car being 
always a few yards behind.

Road test 


by John Bolster 


The 2600 TC is a quality car with an attractive interior and exceptional legroom for the rear passengers: 


Versatile prestige contender at a price 


‘A grand prix car without fuel injection 
wouldn'e be in the hunt, but it defeats the 
average garage mechanic. As a result, many 
cars with injection are giving poor ‘results 
on the road, so Triumph have wisely decided 
to offer their larger sixeylinder model in 
twin-carburetter form. With both cars in. per. 
fect tune, the new carburetter version loses 
5 mph on maximum speed and gains 2 mpg 
at 70 mph. Assuming they both have over- 
drive, which is extra on the TC, there is a 
saving of around £130 if one doesn't have the 
injection. 

In spite of this saving, the 2500 TC is a 
fairly expensive car, especially with the over- 
drive and power steering which were on the 
test machine. However, it is obviously a 
quality car, with an attractive interior and 
exceptional leg room for the rear passengers, 
while its cheaper rivals have only four. 
cylinders. 

‘The six-cylinder engine has been in pro- 
duction for quite a few years, as Xs long 
stroke indicates. It is an orthodox in-line unit 
with pushrod valve operation, giving massive 
torque in the middle ranges but peaking at 
‘only 4700 rpm. However, Ks 99 bhp is suff- 
cient to push the substantial car along at 
over 100 mph, which is more than most 
‘owners will require. 

The steel body is independently suspended 
‘at all four corners. In front, the MacPherson 
system is used, while semi-trailing arms guide 
the rear wheels. When the optional power 
steering is fitted, quicker response is obtained 
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by higher gearing and, as with most Triumphs, 
the turning circle is exceptionally small for 
so Jong a car. The brakes, with discs in front 
and drums behind, do not yet have dual 
circuits or a restrictor valve, though there is 
servo assistance. 

‘The seats, beth front and rear, are very 
easy to enter, with wide doors and low sills 
The rear passengers are very comfortable in 
their spacious compartment but the front 
seats might give more support to the small 
of the back and better lateral location. Apart 
from that, the driving position is good, with 
well-placed controls and an adjustable steering 
column. I always like the arrangement of 
minor controls, switches, and warning lights 
on Triumphs. 

After a quick start from cold, the engine 
pulls evenly at once and the choke can soon 
be pushed in. The unit is flexible, pulling 
strongly on the higher gears, but nothing is 
gained by going up to high revs before chang- 
Ing up, for peak revs are as low as 4700 rpm; 
power drops off and the normally quiet engine 
becomes fussy. Nevertheless, the car is lively 
and accelerates well, comparing favourably 
with its rivals, most of which have less 
spacious bodies 

‘The gearlever moves in a wide gate and 
feels a bit notchy at first, but the change is 
quite pleasant when one gets used to it. The 
brakes are well up to normal road driving and 
though they may warm up a bit when used 
hard, they do not fade. It is pleasing to have 
a well-placed handbrake instead of something 


hidden away under the dash. 

The claimed maximum of 103 mph can be 
attained or even fractionally exceeded. If the 
car is held at its maximum on a flat road, it 
makes no difference to the speed when the 
overdrive is switched in or out. Obviously, the 
engine is above peak revs on direct drive at 
5200 rpm, though this is perfectly permissible. 
However, the drop of 1000 rpm in overdrive 
gives quieter and much more economical 
motoring. 

As is usual with six-cylinder engines, there 
are no body boom periods. The engine is quiet 
mechanically but there is some background 
sound, presumably fram the exhaust and inl 
systems; both road and wind noise are wel 
subdued and the eransmission is quiet 

The roadholding is far better than that of 
the TR6, which is a car that never gives me 
much confidence. The 2500 TC is a definite 
understeerer at all times and though 
this is reduced on lift-off, Ht never continued 
to hang the tail out. It Is, in fact, possible to 
get through corners surprisingly quickly, 
though admictedly the tyre scream becomes 
rather noticeable, but one needs to get used 
to the power steering first 

I was disappointed with the ride of the 
2500 TC. It is not at all bad, but it is no 
better than that of the best cars with live 
axles. There seems no point in going to all 
the ¢rouble to have independent rear suspen- 
sion if it does not give a big improvement in 
Fiding comfort. There is too much up and 
down movement for my taste and the dead

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level ride of the best independent systems is 
not achieved. For all that, some work has 
been done on the suspension and the car 
does ride better than previous Triumphs. 

Compared with other cars of this size and 
weight, the petrol consumption is quite satis- 
factory. The carburation of a six-cylinder 
‘engine with one carburetter Is hopeless, but 
given ¢wo instruments it may be superior to 
that of a four. There is extra friction, of 
course, but the better flexibility of the six 
means fess gearchanging, which must save 
petrol, except in the hands of @ press-on 
driver. 

‘Though this is a 100 mph car, it is evidently 
intended to appeal to more mature customers 
than those who choose the more sporting 
Triumphs; it is light to handle and will be 
popular with women drivers. However, 1 do 
feel that the steering has too much power 
assistance as full lock is approached, which 
is the point where it should be getting 
heavier as a gentle warning. For correcting 
skids on icy ‘roads such steering could be 
embarrassing, though under less demanding 
circumstances it takes all the work out of 
parking and other low-speed manoeuvres. 

The heating and ventilation are most effec- 
tive and the four headlamps do their job 
well. The Iugeage boot Is quite large and 
there are plenty of spaces for parcels and 
‘other odds and ends inside the car, Although 
comfort and interior space have been the first 
considerations, a pleasing appearance has 
been achieved and the 2500 TC has a rather 
expensive look, which its price justifies. A 
real family car at weekends, a business car 
wih & touch of prestige, or a long-distance 
express—this versatile machine can be all 
these things and is a useful addition to 
British Loyland's vast range. For economy 
reasons, many people are taking a look at 
cars of about 2.5-litres instead of more 
powerful vebicles. They represent a new 
market, of which Triumph may well win a 
good share.

ENTRY and PRACTICE 


‘An even dozen of cars arrived at Mondello

Brian McGuire 

‘The first practice session on Saturday 
afternoon saw Bob Evans under the Graham 
MeRae lap record of 53.4 s of last year. He 
was visibly faster than everyone else, dart- 
ing the fuelinjected STP Lola-Smith T332 
about with lots of power induced oversteer 
to return a time of 52.8 s and gain the all 
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important pole position on the grid. Vern 
Schuppan, ‘with a similar mill in the Sid 
Taylor Lola T332 got down to an even 54 5; 
followed by Ian Ashley (Lola 7330) and Chris 
Craft (Chevron B26) at 544 $ each. 


No one improved on Evahs in the long 
second session, but Schuppan cut his time 
to 532 s, Craft got down to 53.6 s and 
European Championship leader Peter Gethin 
did 54.0 s in the Chevron Racing Team VDS 
B28, with his team mate and reigning 
champion Teddy Pilette clocking in at 542. 
Ashley did not improve on his 544 s, and 
neither did Roelof Wunderink (Chevron’ B24) 
and Tom Belso (Lola T330) at 546 s each. 
Nick Wattiez took his Lola T330 around in 
55.4 s, little Lella Lombardi in the Shell 
Sport Luxembourg Lola. 7330, with 
carburetter Oates Chevy engine was timed 
at 85.5 3; and right on the back of the grid 
Were Magee (56.0 s) and Patrick Sumner, 
Trojan TIOI (566.5). Interesting to compare 
the slower 5000's with Patsy McGarrity’s 
Chevron B25 which set the quickest Atlantic 
practice time of 55.8 s.

RACE 


The first leg of the Dublin Grand Prix wi 
scheduled to start at 1.30 pm, but there ws 
consternation when it was discovered that the 
Shell tanks were empty by mid-day and 
there was no juice to top up the thirsty big 
bangers for the 2nd leg. Irish Shell had 
warned the circuit owners that their mid- 
Week order for 500 gallons of racing blend 
Would be insufficient to cover some two 
hours of pre-race practice and testing, in 
addition to the actual race itself ; but Shell 
men ‘Terry Balfe and Kevin Hayes saved the 
day by having a tanker of 98 octane rating 
pump fuel rushed from their Alexandra Road 
Depot in Dublin. With enough fuel in the 
tanks for the Ist leg, the Formula 5000's 
came to the grid at 31pm, after saloon and 
Formula Ford races had’ opened the pro- 
gramme. 

‘Shell is the problem corner at Mondello, 
this tight hairpin just after the start being the 
scene of regular shunts, and literally within 
Seconds of the drop of the Tricolour two 
cars were eliminated in a big coming to- 
gether involving an airborne Ian Ashley, 
Tom Belso, Roelof Wunderink and Lelia 
Lombardi, the Italian girl having to take 
avoiding ‘action. Ashley and Lombardi re- 
Covered but  Belso'’s. EMI Records-Radio 
Luxembourg Lola T330 immediately retired 
with broken right rear suspension and 
Wunderink parked his Chevron B24 on the 
outside, its nose cone damaged. Away from 
all this excitement Vern Schuppan took the 
Jead in Sid Taylor's Lola 7332 with Bob 
Evans giving determined close chase in the 
McKechnie Racing/Henley Forklift STP Lola, 
apidly pulling away from Peter Gethin, 
Chris Craft. and Teddy Pilette, with this 
Chevron trio not capable of _ offering 
serious challenge to the ¢wo leading Lolas. 
Just at the halfway mark, at 15 laps, there 
was a change of leaders as Evans took 
Schuppan as the Australian missed a gear 
coming out of Dunlop onto the start/finish 
Straight. Ashley's race came to a halt with a 
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broken drive shaft on lap 24. At the flag 
Evans had 6.8 s to spare over Schuppan, 
with Gethin getting to within 1.6 3. of 
Schuppan. Craft was a lone fourth ahead of 
Pilette, with Lella Lombardi finishing @ credit- 
able sixth after being initially held up by 
Sumner and Wattiez, while Magee was again 
‘beaten by the Italian girl. Evans was unable 
to repeat his sizzling practice time, and at

First of the supporting races was the 
modsports event, held on the Saturday, and 
won by Arnie Black by 0.4 5 from John 
Gale, with Liam Plower holding of P. J. 

Brian Tulte dropped 
to fifth as a result of a sticking clutch, and

‘Once again Mattie McNamara in the Super 
Size Escort-FVC dominated the saloon race, 
with the expected challenge failing to 
‘materialise from Arthur Collier (Escort) and 
Jay O'Malley (Viva). Collier retired the ex- 
Meek car with a loose nut in the gearbox, 

le O'Malley was a poor fifth behind Stee 
snd Conor Linehan in 1.3 Minis and 
David Hall in his I-litre Imp. 

The Formula Ford race saw Jim Sherry 
scoring yet another win in his Crossle 25F, 
3.4 8 in front of Eddie Jordan in a Crossle 
20, who was 3 5 in front of third man 
Harry Acheson (25F). Bernard Devaney took 
his new 25F into fourth, just 0.2 s behind 
Acheson ; while Ed Mahon (Crossie 20F) had 
hhis best ‘race yet, beating Trevor Templeton 
(Lotus 69F) into ‘Afth. 

Ed gan finally fulfilled his promise 
that he would beat Richie Heeley in the Super 
Sports race, but Regan's victory turned sour 
when the ‘club decided to disqualify him 
for allegedly overtaking under a yellow flag. 
For three laps Derek Shortall led Regan and 
Heeley, with Mike Martin in his U2-Sizzler 
trailing behind the Gryphon trio. At Duck- 
hams both Regan and Heeley took Shortall, 
and Regan, on Dunlop slicks for the first 
time, inched away from Heeley to win by 
34 3. On lap 5, Regan and Heeley broke 
the one-minute barrier with a new class 
record of 59.6 s. A group of slow Formula 
Ford cars were included in this race, starting 
behind the Super Sports car, because they 
had failed to qualify for the FF grid. Not 
only were all these lapped by the leading 
four Super Sports cars, but it was while 
‘one of chem had a silly spin at BP Bend that 
Regan was penalised so heavily. As a 
Personal eye-witness of this incident, T feel

that Regan was in no way guilty of dangerous 
tactics and his fellow Super Sports drivers 
fully substantiate this view, and his dis- 
qualification puta damper on the whole 
meeting.

Not only did 
wee Paisy lead from start to finish but he 
was 2.6 s ahead of the second man in hi 
Chevron B25, yet he must not even have been 
trying as hard as Ken Fildes and Des 
Donnelly who equalled McGarrity's class 
record of 56.4 s while Patsy only got down to 
566 8! Donnelly in his March 73B was a 
second down on Fildes in the Super Glide 
Lotus 69, after taking an early third from 
Nelson Todd who put his Chevron B20 on to 
the grass on the exit of Shell and who dropped 
out altogether on lap 13. Bill Gowdy 
(Brabham BT30) and Tony Martin (March 72B) 
had a good race for fourth, which went to 
Gowdy “after overtaking and getting away 
from Martin. Dermot O'Leary (Lotus 69) in 
sixth spot was the only other one on the 
full 15 laps. Dermot’s brother Tom O'Leary 
had a monumental shunt at Duckhams in 
practice, when the right disc pads flew off 
his Brabham BT40 as a result of the retain- 
ing plate coming adrift. ke took some 30m 
to extract him from the wreck, but apart 
from a severe shaking he was unhurt. This 
was really the only serious incident in a long 
and sometimes weary two days of much 
Mondello lappery.

event. It seems quite ridiculous 
to have a World Championship 
based only in Europe and 
America. It is time the CSI rea. 
lised that we do run motorsport 
in the South Pacific, and made 
thelr championships ‘true World 
Championships 

Former Heatway Rally Direc: 
tor, Mr Murray Thompson, is ex- 
tremely upset over the whole 
issue. “I'm disgusted and very 
wnnoyed that New Zealand Rally- 
ing can be treated in this high- 
handed manner by a group ol 
officials in Paris or somewhere, 
without any reference to anyone. 
It is an insult to New Zealand 
‘motorsport, after all the time and 
money. we spent arranging to 
have the Heatway Rally included 
in the World Championship. 


While efforts are being made 
to recover the situation, it would 
appear unlikely that the Heatway 
‘now be in the 1975 World 
Rally Championship. However, it 
will still be a full international 
event, and could possibly be a 
round in the new proposed South 
Pacific Rally Championship.

Earlier this year, it was announ- 
ced that the 1000 Lakes would 
only be able to accept entries 
from a limited number of drivers 
and at that time it was thought 
that perhaps just sixty or so 
‘would be accepted. The idea was 
to reduce the Jength of time that 
the public roads had to be closed 
for the special stages and also 
reduce the number of people who 
would be going out to recce. 
What has now been done is <0 
reduce the time between each car 
on the rally from two minutes 
to one so that the whole 120 car 
field is only spread over two 
hours as it would be in Britain. 
At the same time, chere has been 
much stricter control over recoe- 
ing and a speed limit of 60 kph 
(@7 mph) has been imposed on 


the special stages ever since they 
were published. Of course, that 
didn'e stop the serious competi- 
tors going out and practising be- 
fore they officially knew what 
stages would be run and it is this 
that has caused most of the 
trouble with the residents whose 
houses border the roads used for 
the ‘special stages. A large part 
of the problem is that this is the 
classic holiday period now in 
Finland when Mr Everyman goes 
to the cencral district with all 
the lakes and lives in @ little 
summer house adjoining one of 
these attractive stretches of 
water. One solution which is pro- 
jected for 1975 is to move the 
rally into September and perhaps 
even move the location @ little

further north to avoid the holiday 
area itself 

The only foreseeable problem is 
that by doing this the 1000 Lakes 
Rally may well lose some of its 
unique flavour as the roads that 
border the myriad of lakes in the 
area around the town of Jyvi- 
skyla are the ones that have 
given birth to the term ‘Flying 
Finns.’ Full of dips and brows, 
they present a challenge to the 
rally driver that he finds only 
occasionally in other parts of 
the world. To drive really fast 
on such roads Is to turn the car 
Into a kind of roller coaster with- 
out rails and it is only the 
driver's ability to judge the vary- 
Ing amounts of induced G-force 
ina vertical plane that keeps 
the car on the road. Many times 
the induced forces as the car 
hurdles over a brow outweigh the 
attraction of mother Earth and 
the car will sail through the alr 
for many yards before landing 
again, Only the finest judgement 
will ensure that the take-off has 
been such that the car will in- 
deed land back on the road again 
‘and not on some conveniently 
Placed rock or tree, All the 
drivers whether Finns or foreig- 
ners have put in hours of driving 
on these stages so that they have 
‘4 good memory of how all ehese 
theusands of jumps look when

you approach them and which 
course over them is the right 
one, Naturally, they all have pace 
notes and co-drivers to read them 
but this is one rally where the 
complexky of the problems fac- 
ing the driver—bends, brows, 
bumps and changes of surface— 
mean that success depends main- 
ly on hig memory and judgement 
with the notes as an aide- 
memoire. 

‘Who. then of all these one 
hundred and twenty drivers will 
have the right combination of 
memory and car to win the 1974 
1000 Lakes Rally? If one was to 
say that there was a favourite it 
must be Stig Blomqvist teamed 
with young Hans Sylvan in one 
of the factory Saabs from 
Sweden. It may seem strange to 
give a Swede as favourite in a 
Finnish rally especially with all 
the best Finnish drivers compet- 
ing, but Blomqvist seems to have 
a special feel for this event 
which has already enabled him 
to win it in 1971 and lead it in

‘The men that Saab must fear 
the most in this conflict are the 
two works Ford drivers, Timo 
Makinen and Hannu Mikkola, 
Makinen won last year’s event 
after the demise of Blomqvist at 
the wheel of an Escort to mak 
his number of victories in thi 
event up to four while Mikkola 
won the rally three times for 
Ford in Escort Twin Cams in 
1968, 1969 and 1970. Since chen 
Mikkola has been driving for 
Volvo in Finland but the begin- 
ning of 1974 saw him once more 
driving Ford in Finland. He led 
the Aretic Rally until an electri- 
cal fault sidelined him and has 
‘since won the last two national 
rallies in Finland, The Escorts 
that they will drive are BDA 
powered and will use 48mm 
Weber carburetors and different 
camshafts to give them a bit 
more power for this event.

Since last 
year, the Fiat 124 Abarth Spyder 
has undergone major changes and 
revisions especially in the sus- 
pension department. Anyone who 
was watching the East African 
Safari could tell that Fiat had 
done their homework to improve 
the rear suspension on those cars 
and now they sport twin rear 
shock absorbers and springs. 
There is also a new sixteen valve, 
ewo litre engine available for 


these Spyders but it seems tikel 
that only Leo Kinnunen will drive 
with this engine and the others 
will use the 1850cc twin over- 
head cam eight valve engine pre- 
pared as usual by Abarth. Al- 
though Kinnunen himself is a 
pretty formidable talent mani 
ing a third place overall iast y 
ina Porsche Carrera, the man 
voted most-likely-to-succeed in 
the Fiat team is Markku Alén.

‘as he was slowing for the run off. The car 
flipped very neatly and landed heavily on the 
back wheels but Leamington Spa Stock was 
unharmed—just annoyed. His time of Im 
20.38 for three laps of a tight 600yds course 
‘at “Liveridge Hill, near Henly-in-Arden, was 
quickest by three tenths of a second over 
Harry Barnes with his 1 litre Mini 

‘There were four entries in the standard 
car class and this went easily to Dave Smith 
In his Datsun Cherry who did Im 35.0s to 
beat Stan Appleton's Mexico by three seconds 
with Mrs Thelma Smith just one and a half 
Seconds away in third. Best of the eight cars 
In the rally category was the RS 1600 of 
Stephen Lloyd-Courts who had almost three 
Seconds in’ hand over Malcolm Jeffries’ 
Mini, Late entry Neville Collett brought his 
‘Opel Ascona to third but some five seconds 
off the pace. 

‘Competition was keen In the up to 870cc 
Mini class with 16 starters and here Graham 
Archer came from behind to snatch the class 
from Bob Duthie. Archer was down the field 
with a penalty first time out but he stormed 
through to 1m 25.68 on his second run to 
beat Duthrie, who retired on his second run, 


by just under a second, Hugh Davies was 
third in Im 27.4s. 

‘The next class, an amalgamation of both 
classes for front engined-rwd saloons and 
specials, produced only four entries. Dick 
Keen won with his 1300 Escort in Im 21.63 
and he also took second in 1m 22.65 in the 
1800 Escort he shared with Jerry Ray. Ray 
later equalled this time but Keen had been 
quicker on the other run. The sports and rear 
engined classes were collated but only the 
Sprite of Neville Collett managed to do a 
time and he took the class. The other Spri 
rolled to retirement in practice and a VW and 
an Imp never got to the line, 

Harry Barnes, so close to BTD, put it all 
together on his second run having retired first 
time round. He really got the hang of the 
course and his Im 20.6s gave him Class E 
by almost a second from lan Froggett while 
Reg Fitt came through to third place in 
lass of 15 with Im 24.18. With Stock exactly 
‘a second quicker, Geoff Dodd took the last 
class of the day with Im 21.35 and he left 
Miss Angela Martin in her Mini to come 
second on Im 25.5s while Angus Martin and 
John Maguire were credited third equal with 
1m 28.55.
